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Second child saved by helmet

A little more than a year and a half 
ago, then 7-ycar-old Wilmington 
resident Michael Donato left his 
driveway on quiet Patches Pond 
Lane on his bicycle without looking 
and was run over by acar. An 
inexpensive bicycle helmet, 
smashed into several pieces as a 
result of the harrowing accident, 
prevented head injury and helped 
save Michael's life. 

The incident thrust bicycle safety - 
and particularly helmet use - into 
the local spotlight, and, as a result, 
several parents across town 
purchased helmets for their 
children. 

One of those parents was Terri 
Dellanno, of Arlene Avenue, who 
has three children, ages 9, 11 and 
12. 

The investment paid an invaluable 
return recently when 11-year-old 
John Dellanno, roller blading on 
Arlene Avenue, hit a patch of sand, 
slipped, and came crashing down 
with his full body weight on the side 
of his head. He was wearing a 
helmet and suffered no injuries. 

"I guess it takes something like 
{the Donato accident] to make you 
more aware,” Terri Dellanno said 

That's when we became aware of 
it,” she continued. "Everybody in 
the neighborhood started wearing 
helmets." 

Awareness is the first key to 
preventing bicycle, roller blading 
and skateboarding related head 
injuries and deaths, according to 
Kathi Donato, who has been 
campaigning to promote helmet 
awareness and use since her son's 
accident in September of 1993, 

"The key to this whole thing of 
helmet promotion is the parents," 
Donato said. "We have to reach the 
parents and they have to get to the 
kids.” 

Donato, along with her husband, 
Joseph, is doing just that, visiting 
schools and working with 
Wilmington Police Safety Officer 
Bob Shelley as well as with the 
Wilmington Kiwanis Club, which 
has adopted bicycle safety as one of 
its primary campaigns.

Donato's most pressing 
safety-related event happens next 
weekend (May 13) at the Swain 
School parking lot, when the 
Kiwanis Bicycle Safety Rodeo 
returns to town for the sccond 
consecutive year. 

From 9 to 12 Saturday morning, 
the Kiwanis, with help from 
Wilmington police officers and 
firefighters, will offer fun 
incentives for kids to wear helmets 
when not only cycling, but also 
roller blading or skateboarding. 

Current state legislation calls for 
all children under the age of 12 to 
wear helmets while cycling. The 
law, however, stands only to 
educate and is not legally binding 

In addition to the safety education 
at the Bike Rodco, there will be free 
food and a bicycle giveaway. 

Children participating will ride 
through a course that simulates the 
three most common bike accident 
scenarios: Dangerous Driveway, 
Crazy Crossroads and Who's 
There? Ninety percent of all bike 
accidents occur in these areas. 

Children should bring their bikes, 
helmets, rollarblades or even trikes. 
Getting street-wise can't start too 
early. 

There is no charge for partic- 
ipating in the Kiwanis Bike Safety 
Rodeo, 

As a separate part of the event will 
be the availability of safety tested 
and approved helmets at wholesale 
prices. Helmets that retail for 
$30-$50 will be made available for 
$10 and $15. 

Festivities that morning will also 
include the Wilmington Family 
Counseling Services Family Bike 
Tour and the sale of refurbished 
bicycles by the Wilmington Lions 
Club, 

There are currently three 
safety-testing laboratories that 
certify bicycle helmets: ANSI, 
SNELL and ASTM. The latter is a 
newcomer to the field, while 
SNELL is said to provide the most 
rigorous safety tests. All helmets 
sold at the Bike Rodco will come 
both ANSI and SNELL certified. 
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estimated 15,000 children die as a 
result of accidents, with an 
additional 50,000 becoming 
permanently disabled, mostly due to 
head injurics. The majority of these 
accidents happen through bicycling, 
roller blading or skateboarding. 

Recent safcty statistics also show 
that a miraculous 95 percent of 
those deaths and 85 percent of the 
head injuries could be avoided 
through the simple task of wearing a 
protective helmet. 

And, since Michael Donato's 
accident, increasing numbers of 
parents are requiring that their 
children wear helmets when hitting 
the roads on wheels. Helmeted 
children on bikes in Wilmington is 
now acommon sight 


"The message is gelling to 


{parents]," 
little.” 

A typical bicycle helmet is a 
simple, lightweight configuration of 
about two inches of foam rubber 
capped with a plastic shell. A chin 
strap is used and the helmets, for 
safety reasons, do not obstruct the 
ears, The helmets work, and the 
latest local testimonial comes from 
John Dellanno. 

Following his roller blading fall, 
Dellanno made it home with a 
broken hamet but his head intact 
(the Woburn Street School fifth 
grader further reports that the blow 
didn't cven hurt). These types of 
helmets are designed to break on 
impact, to lessen the risk of 
concussion 

“If it wasn't the helmet that was 
breaking,” Terri Dellanno said, "It 
would be your head.”

Environmental notes 


A moving experience

If you are planning to sell your 
house soon, be prepared for 
unexpected delays and more 
frustration than you planned on. 
Dealing with the banks and movers 
will seem like child's play compared 
with the revised Title 5 of the State 
Environmental Code, which deals 


with on-site septic tanks and 
leaching fields. 
There are about 600 homes 


currently connected to the town's 
sewer system. The other 5500 
homes rely on the most common 
means of domestic sewage disposal 
in suburban towns - septic sys 
Designed to handle the "residue 
from the residents," it consists of a 
septic tank which retains the solids; 
a distribution box that directs the 
liquid flow exiting the septic tank; 
and a leaching field consisting of 
perforated pipes and stone which 
illow the liquid to percolate into the 
ground 

Not complicated or high tech but 
as of March 31, 1995, you cannot 
sell your house unless the entire 


system has been inspected by a 
licensed inspector. You could try to 
ell it but good luck getting any 


hank financing 

Why has the State DEP suddenly 
made the regulations so difficult? It 
began about four years ago when a 
ommittee took a hard look at the 
rules for designing and constructing 
Icaching fields. The impetus was the 
concern that failing systems were 
polluting streams and groundwater. 
The principal pollutants being 
nitrogen and nitrates, which are 
components of domestic sewage. 
Everyone has probably seen or 
smelled a failing leaching system. 
Problem systems are difficult to 
hide. Under the old regulations, the 
local Board of Health acted to 
correct these problems. The new 
regulations, however, put all 
systems under the microscope and 
require an inspection and repairs if 
certain standards are not met. The 
inspection could cost $500 and 
repairs could include a complete 
new system at a cost of 
$10,000-15,000, This is obviously 
going to place a financial strain on 
many people and may even prevent 
them from moving. Realtors are not 
going to be happy because it will 
slow the sale process and could even 
reduce the number of homes being 
sold. 

Homes ready to be sold are not the 


only systems being inspected 
Commercial and municipal leaching 
systems that handle more thaa 
10,000 gallons per day must be 
inspected by January 1, 1996. This 
coyld include manufacturing 
facilities, office buildings and 
schools. 

Many times the state or federal 
government over reacts to a 
perceived environmental threat 
They use a sledge hammer when a 
fly swatter is more appropriate 
Such is the case with these Title 5 
regulations for leaching fields. 

Are some systems failing and 
discharging sewage without proper 
treatment to surface water or 
groundwater? Absolutely. Is it a 
major environmental problem? No. 
As stated earlier, one of the 
pollutants of concern is nitrate 
There has not been one municipal 
well contaminated by nitrates from 
domestic sewage in Massachusetts 
Not one. There have been private 
wells contaminated by nitrates from 
leaching fields because the well was 
too close to the leaching system. A 
little common sense will solve this 
problem. 

If the state wanted to address a real 
problem, they should look at the 
disposal of household chemicals 
The state's time and effort would be 
better spent educating the public 
about the dangers to the 
environment of what they dump in 
their backyard or flush down their 
toilet.

The 
doomsayers would have us believe 
we are at the eve of environmental 
destruction, The more optimistic 
would look at the overall 
improvements in air and water 
quality. The environment is 
definitely in much better shape now 
than in 1970. It is so because the 
majority of people are concerned 
about the environment and want to 
do what is necessary to protect 
Mother Nature when there-is-an 
obvious benefit. The new Title 5 
regulations do not fit into this 
category. The DEP should go back 
to the drawing board with them 
The benefit does not justify the cost 
and aggravation,

The Winn family of Winchester 
used to own that place, and pick 
cranberries there, every fall. They 
also owned the woods on the 


easterly side of the cranberry bog. 
"Winn's Woods" they were called. 

Winn’'s Woods were located beside 
the present town hall. There is a 
baseball diamond now in those 
woods, of rather recent origin. 

And Winn's Cranberry Bog is 
behind the town hall. 

That makes things casy for the 
Town Manager and others who 
work in the town hall, If they want 
to pick cranberries, next fall. The 
town employces and officers just get 
permission from the Conservation 
Commission, and then help 
themselves!

Magnolias and early rhododendrons - wow! 


by Jackie Leszczak Stone 

The progression of spring bloom 
on flowering shrubs and trees began 
with witchhazels, then pussy 
willows and andromeda, then 
forsythia. Now the truly spectaculas 
displays are about to begin. The 
magnolias are in bloom, These 
magnificent, multistemed trees are 
perfect as specimen plants on the 
front lawn. They lend a uniquely 
southern flair to our landscape 

The first magnolias to bloom are 
the white flowering star magnolia 
(Magnolia stellata) and the hybrid 
Magnolia loebneri. These trees 
come into bloom around April 18 in 
our area. There is a mature plant in 
Billerica center that is spectacular 
right now. When fully grown, star 
Magnolias range in height from 12 
to 25 feet. "Centennial" and "Royal 
Star" are among the finest varicties. 

The white flowers of star 
magnolias are followed by the 
saucer magnolias,with their large 
pink, cup like flowers. Although 
many true saucer type plants may 
not be hardy here in Zone 5, turn 
burgundy during the winter 
months. It is perfect for a small 
grouping of plants, in a shady 
foundation planting, or planted 
among a group of white birch. You 
will see its purplish bloom 
everywhere in the next few weeks 
with good cause. It is a fool proof 
plant 

Since its introduction, PJM has 
been used to hybridize man, other 
cold hardy, carly blooming 
thododendrons. One of my 
favorites is the varicty April Snow, 
which blooms with white flowers 
about two weeks after PJM

The Lazy Man 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 
If you are looking for the perfect 
lawn don't read the rest of this 
column, However if you want a 
minimum care lawn and can tolerate 
some imperfections here are a few 
hints that can give even the lazy 
gardener a good looking lawn 
The most important hint is to mow 


™ your lawn to a height of two and a 


half to three inches tall. At this 
height the perennial grasses, like 
fescues and Kentucky blue, sustain a 
rich root structure. Richer, denser 
roots crowd out weed seedlings, and 


are better able to collect moisture 


during dry spells. Grass kept to this 
height also shades any weed seeds 
that require sun to germinate and 
grow. Remember - tall grass = no 
sun at ground level = no weeds. (Or 
at least fewer weeds!) Short lawns 
like putting greens, require constant 
attention, 

The second most important tip is 
to use a mulching mower, We have 
been mulch mowing our lawn for 


© about four years. | can now tell a 


mulch mowed lawn from a 
non-mulched lawn just by walking 
on it. When you bag and remove 
grass clippings the earth is protected 
only by the root structure of the 
grass. The earth can become 
compacted and is more susceptible 
to dry periods, Bagging grass 
clippings also removes much of the 
fertilizer that you bought and 
spread carlicr, 

Alternatively, when you mulch the 
grass clippings you return the 
fertilizer back to the soil and you 
build up the soil with compost 
("black gold") as the clippings 
decompose. The soil becomes 
softer, springier, and a joy to walk

now about six to cight inches tall, 
into larger pots this week. We 
picked off the lower leaves and 
planted the stems deep into the soil 
Tomatoes gencrate roots from the 
stem, and decp planting now will 
‘result in more vigorous plants later 
Lettuce seedlings are out in the 
cold frame, as are some of my salvia 
and other flowering annuals. Even 
if you don't have a cold frame, you 
can begin putting seedlings that 
were started indoors, outside on 
warm days. Try to keep them out of 
direct sun at first, until they grow 
accustomed to the strong sunlight 
"Ricki" grows about 10 to 12 fee 
tall.

The seed is then 
watered in and covered with a light 
topping of screened Compost or peat 
moss. (The compost from. the 
Tewksbury DPW works very well 
for this purpose after it is sifted.) 

Lawns need about one to two 
pounds of nitrogen per 1000 square 
feet per year. Mulching reduces this 
to one pound or less, Lawns in 
which the clippings are bagged and 


removed require the higher levels 
of fertilizer 

What do you do when weeds 
appear? Spot removal, by pulling or 
by spot chemical control is the easy 
solution, Just make sure you kill 
them before they go to seed

‘Reading Light announces summer rates 


The Reading Municipal Light 

‘ Department released information 

this week reminding its Wilmington 

customers that summer rates will go 

into effect on June 1, 1995 and will 

remain in effect until September 
30,1995. 

"Although summer rates are 
higher than winter rates, the RMLD 
has not increased its rate structure 
for 1995," the release stresses, 
adding, "The RMLD's rates are 
among the lowest of the 42 electric 
utilities in Massachusetts. 

"The increase reflected on the 
customer's bill from June to 
September is not the result of a rate 
increase; it is because the RMLD has 
a scasonal rate structure.” 

The average residential customer, 
one who uses 500 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month, should 
experience an increase of $6.95 per 
month once the summer rates go 
into effect. ® 

Commercial customers, who use 
an average of 4000 kilowatt hours 
per month and have a 10k-W 
demand, should see an increase of 
approximately $134.00. 

The RMLD employs a seasonal 
rate structure with a higher summer 
rate because the peak demand season 
occurs during the summer months, 
according to RMLD Assistant 
General Manager Vin Cameron. 

The peak demand during the 
summer months is 123 megawatts, 
while winter usage dips to 93 
megawatts. The peak demand is due 
to the increased electrical usage 
from air conditioners, swimming

weather. 

To keep costs to customers as low 
as possible, the RMLD purchases its 
power through long and short term 
contracts, and has residential and 
commercial rates which offer 


customers a lower rate as an 
incentive to use electricity during 
off peak periods. 

The RMLD also has rates for 
customers who voluntarily turn off 
their water heaters during peak 
demand periods and offers 
residential customers energy 


efficient compact fluorescent bulbs 
through the Lease-a -Light program 
and energy audits through 
Mass-Save.

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The difference is crucial

Guns and gun owners are back in 
the news again, after the tragedy in 
Oklahoma, but this time the debate 
is taking some wild new turns. No 
longer limited to self-defense, or to 
hunting, or to crime, the gun debate 
now centers on private armies. 

Although some of us have known 
about them for years, the rest of the 
country has just learned that there 
are militia groups out there in the 
countryside -- private armies that 
don't answer to Washington, 

Reaction to the news has ranged 
from horror at the very thought of 
armed citizens banding together, to 
quict acceptance of the philosophies 
set forth by these militias. A lot of 
people are hearing militia thinking 
for the first time, and many of them 
seem to agi 

Militias, like any group, have to 
endure a tiny percentage of fringe 
fanatics, but the mainstream militia 
members are mostly good people, 
level-headed, and very loyal to the 
United States of America. 

They're not loyal to Washington, 
mind you, but loyal to the United 
States, The difference is crucial! 

The U.S, Constitution established 
a limited central government, with 
most powers reserved by the states 
and individuals (please see the 10th 
Amendment), but that’s hardly the 
case today, is it? Name an aspect of 
life that’ government doesn't touch 
in some way. Can you? Even one? 

Militias openly distrust the gov 
ernment, seeing Washington as far 
removed from what the Founding 
Fathers set up, and they're training 
for the day (praying it won't come) 
when the government goes too far 


Want proof that the Constitution 
is in trouble? Try this ... 

Last week, the Supreme Court 
threw out a federal law that outlaws 
guns in schools. Nobody in their 
right mind wants to sce guns in the 
schools -- nobody -- but the law was 
unconstitutional! Congress used its 
constitutional power to "regulate 
interstate commerce” to pass the 
law, but the Court ruled that guns 
in schools have no bearing whatso- 
ever on commerce between states 
Individula states may adopt such a 
law, but not the feds. 

But President Clinton, upset at the 
ruling, gave the Attorney Gencral 
until the end of this weck to come 
up some legal way to overturn the 
Court's ruling! Say WHAT?! The 
law was ruled unconstitutional, and 
that's that. It's not open to debate. 

The "guns in school" case came at 
a curious time, because it clouds the 
overall gun control issue, which is 
heating up right now, 

Militia groups see Washington as 
following a campaign to disarm the 
American public, and they won't sit 
still for having the Second Amend- 
ment thrown out. Our rights, all of 
them, are precious. Militia groups 
aren't breaking the law, but they're 
willing to do so if the need arises. 
Yes, that is scary, but the thought of 
the government ignoring the U.S. 
Constitution is dowright terrifying 
The Founding Fathers gave citizens 
the right to keep and bear arms as a 
last-ditch line of defense for the 
Constitution, and a “well regulated 
militia” is one that has structure and 
follows the orders of its officers. 
Now everyone knows that militia 
groups exist, that they believe in the

Constitution but not in Big Brother, 
and that scares the dickens out of 
Washington. Gives a fresh spin to 
the assault rifle debate, doesn't it? 

And get this: the National Rifle 
Assocation has weighed in on the 
new gun control debate, and they 
came oul swinging. 

NRA honcho Wayne LaPierre, on 
one of the political talk shows on 
TV last Sunday morning, launched 
on "jack-booted government thugs” 
who will go to any length to disarm 
the public. He wouldn't back off on 
his statement, which suggests that 
the NRA is on the move. Wow. 

Some militia types liken the raid 
on the Branch Davidian compound 
in Waco, Texas, and the shootout in 
Idaho with Randy Weaver, as real 
examples of jack-booted thugs on a 
mission. Neither tragedy needed to 
happen, they say, but federal agents 
pushed the rules, and people died. 

The Oklahoma City tragedy, in 
my opinion, was perpetrated by a 
handful of sick individuals who are 
unfit to live, but I don't believe that 
was the work of any militia group. 
No strategic gain and everything to 
lose? But the bombing has opened 
up lively debates on armed citizens, 
limited government, and the U.S. 
Constitution, which is refreshing, 
yet chilling at the same time. 

Militia groups add a new dynamic 
to the gun control issue. Disarming 
criminals is fine, but what happens 
when law-abiding, armed citizens 
won't give up their guns or rights? 

Disperse, ye rebels!" the British 
commander shouted at Concord.

Wavie Drew - first woman 
chairman of the board

In the very recent past the 
residents of Wilmington have seen 
Diane Allan elected to the position 
of Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, It is an honor which she 
has earned, Diane is an active 
person who works with her 
husband, an hydraulic engineer. 
He is vice president of an 
éngincering firm in Westford. 

Diane has lived in Wilmington 
for 27 ycars, and has served on the 
town's Permanent Building 
Commitice for many years, in 
some of which she was the 
chairman, 

Her husband George served for 
many years as one of the Water 
Commissioners of Wilmington. He 
has served his town well. 

But - thoughts of Diane Allan as 
the chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen recalls the services that 
another lady gave to Wilmington in 
the same capacity, and in many 
other ways. That lady, Canadian 
born, was Wavie Drew. 

Wavie served long and 
honorably. She was a lady who 
never drove a car, and who 
frequently walked long distances in 
service to the town in which she 
lived. 

Born in Canada, she moved to the 
United States sometime about 1920. 
She later married a railroad 
locomotive engincer named 
Lauchlin H, Drew, and they settled 
in Wilmington, on West Street. 
Eight children were born in that 
home, seven boys and a girl. 

Two sons enlisted in their 
country's service in World War II. 
One son, Elmer, was able to do so 
because he enlisted in the United 
States Navy when he had just 
passed the 17 year mark. Wavic 
had to sign a certificate for Elmer. 
Elmer was sent to a service school 
to learn how to handle landing 
boats, and he was a cockswain of 
one, at Normandy, six or seven 
weeks after he enlisted. He was 
killed, on the beach at Normandy,

Another son was captured, and 
was for a long time a prisoner of 
the German army. 

Wavic was serving her town 
when these events came into her 
life. She was serving on the 
Wilmington Community Fund. 

Not able to drive a car, she 
walked to practically every home 
in Wilmington, collecting contribu- 
tions, one dollar at a time. That 
was the beginning of her Service to 
the town in which she lived. 

At the end of World War II 
Wavie Drew was the best known 
woman in town. She was elected a 
selectman in 1946, She was the 
first of her sex to ever hold that 
honor in Wilmington. 

How many years was Wavic a 
selectman? It is hard for this writer 
to say, but she must have been on 
the board for 20 or 25 years. 

It was a quite fulfilling service to 
the people of her town, 

Very rarely did Wavie get into 
arguments. She was clected to the 
Republican Town Committee, and 
became chairman. Someone picked 
her up, at her home, for every 
selectmen's meeting, and someone 
took her home after the meeting. 
Dozens of persons filled that 
Position the many years she served. 

Selectman Charles H. Black was 
one of her chauffeurs. Flora 
Kasabuski, who lived near the 
Tewksbury linc, was another 
person who chauffeured Wavie 
Both were registered Republicans. 

But registered Democrats, too, 
were glad to be of service to 
Wavie, for instance Francis 
(Frank) Haggerty of Hathaway 
Road, who was also a sclectman 

Wavie was a person who voted 
quictly, but with vigor, Consider 
her actions with James R. Miccli, 
when that gentleman became a 
selectman. 

He too was a Republican, It was 
not until he had served for several 
years that he changed his allegiance 
to the Democratic party.

The story behind the Sidelinker barn 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The annual town meeting, just 
past in Wilmington, last Saturday 
had an article which can be 
described as hitting a “special spot" 
for this writer. The owners wanted 
to rezone some land, adjacent to 
the Woburn Street School, from 
Residential R20 to Residential R10. 
The purpose was to provide three 
house lots where there could only 
be two. 

That land was the last piece of the 
old Sidelinker Farm, on Woburn 
Street. Thomas T. Sidelinker, 
nearly a century ago was in the 
business of providing lumber, for 
sale. He was one of half a dozen 
(or more) men who, each year in 
the annual town meeting would be 
elected as “measurer of lumber." 
Those men were so elected so that 
any statement they made as to a 
quantity of lumber had an 
“official” backing 

Mr. Sideliner and his wife Alice 
Swain lived in a large house, still 
existing. There was a large, and 
sort of special barn on the 
property, also still existing. 

There were three sons, the oldest 
of whom was Talbot. He became a 
policeman in Wilmington. Possibly 
some old timers may still 
remember Talbot and his dogs. He 
retired and moved to Florida 30-40 
years ago. 

The two younger sons were, back 
in the 1920s, about 12 years old, as 
was this writer. This writer, on 
more than a few occasions would 
bicycle over to the Sidelinker Farm 
to play with those youngsters. 

About 30 or more fect-above the 
barn floor was a large platform, on 
which was a large wheel, about 12 
1/2 feet in diameter.

There 
was on that farm an unregistered 
motor vehicle, on which the boys 
and this writer would drive around

The people who 
wanted to rezone that land, and 
who owned that barn was the son 
of Bob, and his grandchildren. 

They wanted to rezone so they 
could build three homes only, 
instead of two, to take care of the 
three families, and no more! 

The land was rezoned, and one 
can expect to see three homes 
where there was only one before.

He got the Gold

READING - Sit back and try 
to imagine being deaf. Going 
through your daily routine with- 
out the benefit of hearing the 
phone ring, a baby crying, or 
even a car horn blaring. 

Now try to imagine putting 
on pads and a helmet, strapping 
on some skates and playing 
hockey. No whistles. No cheers 
when you score a goal. No warn- 
ing before someone hammers 
you into the boards, 

Reading resident and 
Medford native John Hickey has 
been deaf since he was born and 
playing hockey for the past 22 
years, and recently competed on 
the United States Deaf Hockey 
team, which captured the gold 
medal at the winter World Cup 
Games for the Deaf in 
Rovaniemi, Finland. Four years 
ago, he skated for the U.S. team 
that took home a silver medal 
from the Games in Banff, 
Alberta. 

Hickey, a 31-year-old defense- 
man from Medford, has been 
honing his hockey skills since 
the first time he laced ’em up at 
the age of four on a pond near 
his home, He later joined 
Medford Youth Hockey at the 
age of seven, and eventually 
played for three years on the 
varsity team for the deaf at 
Newton North High School. He 
would later play for a team at 
Seattle Community College, 

Hickey decided to play hock- 
ey not for the sounds of the 
crushing hits, but for the visual 
excitement it provides. 

“I love it,” said Hickey in a 
recent interview, at which his 
mother Eleanor (who still 
resides in Medford) served as 
an interpreter. “Hockey is beau- 
tiful, because there is a lot of 
action, There’s always some- 
thing to watch.” 

Like many hockey players of 
his generation, Hickey cites the 
play of Bobby Orr as the reason 
why he started playin

first place. 


Hickey’s hockey career 
(which has produced an impres- 
sive trophy collection) got a 
jump start about 20 years ago 
when his mother spotted a news- 
paper article about a new school 
for deaf hockey players called 
the American Hearing Impaired 
Hockey Association (AHIHA), 
based in Chicago. 

Started in 1974 by Chicago 
businessman Irv Tiahbybik and 
Blackhawks Hall of Fame center 
Stan Mikita, the school gives 
deaf hockey players the chance 
to be part of a squad. For many, 
it is the first time they hay 
been allowed to join a team. 

“The school gives deaf play- 
ers an opportunity to play on a 
team,” said John’s mother 
Eleanor. “John had been playing 
on teams with regular hearing 
kids for a long time, but lots of 
kids never get that opporttinity.” 

Players must have a 55 deci- 
bel hearing loss in their best ear 
to qualify for the school. AHIHA 
tries to use hockey as a tool to 


make strides in other areas of 
life, and when players take on 
teams made up of hearing ath- 
letes, it helps to give them confi- 
dence, which they then apply to 
other areas of their lives. 

The game of hockey that deaf 
players participate in is basical- 
ly the same as the one that 
hearing athletes are familiar 
with. The only difference is that 
there are tiny white lights locat- 
ed along the top of the rink’s 
boards. When there is a stop in 
play, the lights will flash to noti- 
fy the players, rather than a 
whistle being blown. Otherwise, 
it’s the same game that’s played 
by Pee-Wee’s and professionals 
everywhere. 

One would think that deaf 
skaters may have a disadvan- 
tage when playing hearing ath- 
letes, because they can’t com- 
municate verbally while rushing 
down the ice, but Hickey (who 
has played both on hearing 
teams and against them) says 
that isn’t the case,

“I never had a problem play- 
> ing on a team with hearing ath- 
} letes,” said Hickey. “I always 

knew when play had stopped, 
because I could sense it. You 
can feel the vibration of the ice 
stop when players had stopped 
skating. It’s always important to 
keep your eyes open and take in 
everything around the rink.” 

Hickey is quick to point out 
that just because a player is 

deaf, no matter what the sport, 
they shouldn’t be timid about 
competing against or with hear- 
ing athletes. 

“The deaf aren't handi- 
capped,” said Hickey. “They're 
just deaf. Remember that the 
deaf can do anything but hear.” 

Hickey isn’t completely shut 
off from some of the luxuries 
that hearing athletes enjoy, such 
as relishing the cheers of the 
crowd when a goal is scored. 

“He can feel the vibration of 
the ice from the clapping and

stomping when it’s really loud,” 
said Eleanor Hickey. “He can 
also hear some noises, when the 
applause is very loud.” 

For many years, the highest 
plateau that most deaf hockey 
players could hope to achieve in 
the game was the college level. 
Hockey wasn’t included in the 
winter World Cup Games for the 
Deaf until 1991, because there 
simply wasn’t enough interest 
from participating countries. 

Finally, in 1991, enough coun- 
tries agreed to field a squad, 
and the U.S. team (which 
Hickey played on, came home 
with a silver medal. 

This past March, Hickey was 
chosen to be an assistant cap- 
tain on the U.S. squad, which 
took home the gold after facing 
teams from Russia, Finland, 
Sweden, Canada, and the Czech 
Republic.

“They watched my 
house while I was away.” 

Though he still plays pickup 
games in the area two or three 
times a week, Hickey doesn’t 
have any plans to don the red, 
white, and blue again when the 
U.S. competes in the 1999 Deaf 
Games in Switzerland. 

“I'll be 35 then, and it'll be 
time to move on,” said Hickey. 

If you should see John Hickey 
on the street or in a store, thank 
him for bringing another gold 
home to the U.S. He may not be 
able to hear them, but the words 
and the sentiment will still be 
much appreciated.

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Does your dog have a playgroup? 


Do you want a confident, well 
adjusted dog? The most impor- 
tant quality in a pet dog is its 
temperament. A dog with a good 
temperament is a dream to live 
with, a dog with a bad tempera- 
ment can be a nightmare! A 
dog’s disposition toward people 
and other dogs is the result of 
socialization, or lack of it during 
puppyhood. Inadequate social- 
ization will show up as the pup 
gets older. Normal rambunc- 
tiousness will turn into unruly 
and unwanted behavior; jump- 
ing, barking and major destruc- 
tion. Also the lack of confidence 
will cause a dog to be fearful or 
aggressive to other dogs and 
people. 

Annamarie Ahl, owner of 
AA's Pet Service in North 
Reading knows first hand the 
importance of early socializa- 
tion. She got her dog, Sam, 
when he was 5 months old. He 
had had very limited interaction 
with people or dogs. She said 
Sam was very difficult to get 
along with in the beginning. It 
took a lot work and patience to 
make up what he had missed in 
his puppyhood. 

Socialization is ongoing but 
experts agree that the earliest 
experiences are the most criti- 
cal in developing a dog's tem- 
perament. Puppies usually leave 
their mother and littermates at 
six to eight weeks of age. 
Sufficient early dog-dog social- 

zation has taken place to tide 
the pup over until it is safe to 
meet with other dogs. Between 
the age of three to four months 


your pup should have received 
adequate vaccinations to allow 
it to interact safely with other 
dogs. 

Between the time the new 
pup comes into your home and 
before it receives it vaccinations 
will be a dog-dog social vacuum 
for your new pup. This is the 
ideal time to socialize the dog 
with people. The new pup should 
be handled several times a day 
by a variety of people, especial- 
ly men and children. Outdoor 
shoes should be removed and 
wash your hands before han- 
dling the pup to protect it from 
disease. 


When the pup has received its 
vaccinations it is time for dog- 
dog socialization. Walk with 
your pup in your neighborhood, 
bring it to a park. Have your 
pup meet other friendly dogs 
and people. Enroll your pup in 
puppy kindergarten or bring it 
to a puppy play group;. 

The puppy play group at AA's 
Pet Service is a safe, supervised 
setting for puppy interaction. 
Puppies can develop dog-dog 
and dog-people social skills. 
Owners can share their experi- 
ences of caring for a puppy.

In Australia, the names of the 
drivers are sent to the local 
newspapers and are printed 
under the heading “He’s Drunk 
and In Jail.” 

In Malaya, the driver is 
jailed, and if he’s married, his 
wife is jailed, too. 

The information above and 
below - in the midst of prom 
season - comes to us from the 
Reading High ‘Decisions 
Department’ and has been pre- 
sented to students in that course 
as a vehicle to make them 
aware of how seriously driving 
drunk is taken in other countries 
- and of how serious it is. 

South Africa issues a 10-year 
prison sentence, the equivalent 
of a $10,000 fine or both. In 
Turkey, drunk drivers are taken

and forced to walk back, under 
escort. 

Drunk drivers in Norway 
undergo three weeks of hard 
labor in jail plus a one-year loss 
of license. A second offense 
within five years in Norway 
means the driver’s license is 
revoked for life. Finland and 
Sweden offer automatic jail for 
one year “at hard labor.” 

In Costa Rica, police remove 
car license plates. In Russia, the 
license is revoked for life.
